THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


President McKinley and the Cabinet

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Spain's fleet was crushed to-day (Sun- 


day morning) in the Bay of Manila, and Commodore Dewey liter- 
ally w iped the' enemy's big fighting ships out of existence. Spain 
admits a serious disaster and from the brief dispatches sent by the 
governor-general of the Philippines to the minister of war at Madrid 


it i* di>ar that a tremendously effective blow has been struck by 
Deuey. 


All news from Manila passed through Spanish hands, therefore, 


ivb-ii Madrid allows such a story of defeat to go to the world, it is 


«certain that the unvarnished report of the engagement will reveal 


the fact that the battle was one of the severest blows ever struck by 


a nation. 


There is no exact news as to the loss of life, but a reasonable con- 


duai.iu is that the Spaniards must have suffered terribly. One of 
the leaders who went to his death was Captain Cadarzo, Commander 
ot the Reina Maria Christina, the flagship of the Spanish fleet, one 


of the most powerful warships in the Castilian navy. This splendid 


vessel was burned by Dewey's fleet. The Admiral, Montejo, trans- 
pired his flag during the fight and narrowly escaped the fate of the 
Ciiristiua's Captain, who perished with his ship. It is probable the 
entire crew of the Christina went down with the ship. 


Spain had five warships in Manila Bay. 
All five are gone—- 


either burned, sunk or damaged beyond power for another engage 
meat. The Christina was burned and is at the bottom. The Don 
Juan de Austria was blown up, presumably by a shell from Dewey' 
squadron. The Mindano and Ullao were practically shelled into 
fragments, and the fine cruiser Castilla shared the same fate as the 
Christina, her crew, too, probably going down with her. 


Dewey opened the battle at daybreak. 
The combined fire from 


the Spanish fleet and the land batteries evidently was too warm for 


him. 
He maneuvered, gqt behind some foreign shipping, rested i 


few hours and then made his second dash.

The Union Street Sewer. 


Eds. Republican: It bas been nn justly 


stated by a city paper tbat the Union 
street sewer, wblob was built in the snm- 
mer of 1300, wai not constructed aooord 
Ing to contract, thereby easting serious 
reflection on those who bad tbe work In 
charge. I was the duly appointed inspeo 
tor ot the Union street sewer improve 
ment, and was with it from the start to 
the Sniab. I watched every foot of tbe 
construction, and as it progressed bod the 
engineer confirm tbe depth and degree of 
fall required by the specifications under 
which tbe contiaot was let. It began at 
Deoatnr street and ended at Kenan's ad 
dition in the northwest portion of the 
Seventh ward. It Is a 5-foot brlok sewer 
to North street, and from tbat point to 
tbe terminus a Si-inch tile Is laid, every 
foot of the distance stilotly according to 
the Williams grade under which the ordl 
nance was drawn. At the Monroe street 
crossing of tbe Wabash railroad the sawer 
Is 31 feet deep and from that point to 
Kanan's place tbe Williams grade which 
was faithfully fallowed gave two inches 
fall for every 100 feel Four men now 
residing in Deoatnr,together with myself, 
know that tbe fall from the railroad ont 
Is just two Inches to the 100 feet—no 
more, no less. Tbe sewer from end to 
end was built strictly according to the 
specifications. 
The recent examination 


made by tbe present olty engineer and 
council committee proved that the sewer 
was built In stilot accordance with the 
plans and specifications. The report to 
the city oonnoll wai to the effect tbe COD 
tractors had faithfully carried cut the 
work as to grade and quality of material. 
This statement Is made in justice to my- 
self as Inspector ot the entire Improve- 
ment for the oity and the taxpayers.

SCORE AND TALLY. 


Somethlntr About the Survival of «& 


Old Cnitom Among the French 


PctUMmtry. 


To keep score and to keep tally art 


common enough phrases, but few of 
the ardent boys and girls who keep the 
score of aji exciting game ot baseball 
and afterward compare score cards to 
see if their records tally have any idea 
whence these two words are derived. 


Originally theywereexact synonyms; 


a score being a scar or notch upon a 
tally stick, while tally comes directly 
from the French taillex, to cut, whittle 
or notch. The use of tally sticks, one 
would think, must belong either to re- 
mote antiquity or to regions beyond 
civilization and 
its 
accompanying 


school arithmetics; yet such is by no 
means the cose. That It still survives 
in rural France is attested by a writer 
in a recent English magazine. 


Sitting among a group 
of 
blne- 


bloused peasants before the fireplace of 
a country Inn, the landlady of which 
also conducted the village bakery, he 
noticed hanging from the mantel two 
great bundles of sticks. 
Examining1 


them, he found that each rod was about 
18 inches in length and was split up 
more than threequartCTs of its length, 
the split portion being covered with 
notches, while upon the handle was in- 
scribed a name. The mistress of the 
inn observed him puzzling over these 
mysterious objects and, coming to his 
side,. {rood-naturcdly explained that 
they were tallies, and that all the bak- 
ery accounts of the louse were kept in 
that manner. 


"Every customer was proviuVl with 


a hazel stick split through the greater 
part of its length a.nd wfth his name 
written on the handle. The split-off 
piece of wood was retained by the cus- 
tomer; the principal stick by thebaker. 
\Vhen the customer desired a loaf or 
two he came to the shop with his stick. 
It was placed in connection with the 
piece from which it.had been originally 
taken and then witji a knife a notca 
was cut at the point of contact on each 
side, so as to mark both pieces of wood. 
When one side has been thus scored 
full the score was carried to the other 
junction. As soon as. the account was 
paid the tally stick was thrust into the 
flre." 


The visitor carried away a tally as a 


curiosity, but on showing it nt home, 
was surprised to learn that a farmer's 
wife in his own neighborhood-kept her 
accounts for butter and milk on a 
notched stick. She did not, however, 
employ the checking system of 
the 


split-off piece—8- system which, simple 
and old-fashioned as it is, renders falsi- 
fication on either side impossible. 


Records, of elections were kept on 


tally sticks until 1S2G in the English 
house of Commons, and an overheated 
stove in which useless and discarded tal- 
lies were being burned, in 1834, started a 
conflagration which destroyed both 
houses of parliament,—Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.

Oneof the first productions the Ameiv 


Ican republic was proud of was the, 
American sailor, or, as he was affec-; 
tionately called, the "Yankee tar." 
It 


was a very small navy that was setJ 
afloat by the revolted colonies in the] 
revolution to contend with the greatest 
naval power in the world, but it made 
a great record for sailing and fighting. 
Our navy has already written a brave 
story on the pages of our history. In. 
face of our own declarations to the con- 
trary, we have always, when the emer- 
gency came, had ready within the nec- 
essary period the ships and the sailors.' 
It has been, our habit for a very long 
thne to assert o'ur inferiority, but there 
has always been a stanch craft to carry 
the American flag to any point of the 
earth*s surface where honor or duty re- 
quired it to go, and to keep it flying in 
honor after it got there. 


The Cnited States has, a. great inland 


population, dwelling remote from the 
ocean and1 its commerce and it's life, 
but the American is never a landlubber. 
He takes to the sea on occasion wher- 
ever he may have been reared, just afi in 
war times lie shows a genius for thear- 
tillery. In his country there are lakes 
on which navies may perform theirevo- 
lutions, and rivers \vhcre steam fleets 
may meet. On Lake Champlain 
the 


Yankee tar kept up a lire which old 
English sailors 
saiil they 
hnd seen 


equaled' only in Nelson's great fight at 
Copenhagen. 


It has been the popular belief that our 


sailors were recruited 
from foreign 


countries, that the Yankee tar, strictly 
speaking, did1 not exist, but this is one 
of the numerous mistakes we have 
made about ourselves. It was in 1890 
that the nativity of the sailors of the 
American nnvy was enrolled. In April 
of that year E3 per cent, of the whole 
enlisted force—7,510 men and appren- 
tices—were described us American cit- 
izens. In 180(5 Secretory Herbert re- 
ported that 72 per cent, of the enlisted 
men were American citizens and 82 per 
cent, of the apprentices were natives of 
the United States. 


ITrom these figures it will be seen that 


the American navy is more American 
than It ever was before. The future 
navy is to be officered and-manned from 
the apprentices who are natives of our 
soil. Every American sailor is the in- 
heritor of glorious traditions. Every 
•generation of American sailors has 
proved worthy of its predecessors.— 
Kansas City ^tar.
